SHRUBS 


Shrubs are vitally important in creating the pleasing and ever-changing effect in the home and garden landscape. 
A succession of blooms and foliage color changes marks the seasons with their varied pictures. 

In beds or borders, as backgrounds or hedges, or in groups, Flowering Shrubs point to one of the most inexpen- 
sive ways of obtaining better landscaping. While if allowed to go uncared for, some Shrubs may get coarse and 
overgrown, this can be avoided easily by a little simple pruning. 

A wise choice of Shrubs will bring you colorful blossoms throughout the entire growing season. We have taken 
particular pains in growing our stock to keep them well-spaced to encourage maximum development. 


ALL BARE ROOT EXCEPT WHERE INDICATED B&B 


PLANTING BARE ROOT MATERIAL 


1. Plant at once, digging hole deep and wide 
enough to admit roots completely spread out. 


2. Loosen soil at bottom of hole and mix with a 
small amount of Driconure. 


3. Place plant in hole the same depth as previous- 
ly planted in nursery. (Shows on trunk or 
main stem.) 


4. Cover roots with soil mixed with liberal 
amounts of Driconure, firming soil with feet. 


5. Complete filling hole with soil, leaving catch 
basin effect at top to hold water. 


6. Water thoroughly twice a week.

SHADE TREES 


To have healthy, sturdy Shade Trees, it is necessary for the trees to grow in soil suitable to their 
needs, to be transplanted frequently to improve root systems and to be pruned in order to encourage 
shapely growth. Here at Rosedale we do these things systematically so that you will receive fine, 
sturdy stock. In addition, we are particularly careful to plant our trees far enough apart in wide-spaced 
rows to permit lateral as well as upright growth.

Evergreens present you with a most adaptable group of plants, suitable for a variety of uses, and we mention 
a few of these uses below to help you plan your planting. ‘ 
We take particular pride in the quality of our Evergreens—in their vigor, shape and expert balling and burlap- 
ping (B&B). These factors make for safe, easy transplanting and quicker re-establishment in a new location. Fre- 
quent transplanting here in the nursery develops strong root systems and is one of the behind-the-scenes operations 
that makes our evergreens superior. 
Always remember that careful and wise pruning will keep your plants and trees pretty much as you want them. 
An excellent example is the Hemlocks—one of the most popular of all trees for Evergreen hedges for maintaining 
fullness and controlled height—yet if allowed to grow unpruned, it will in time, reach a height of 70 to 100 feet. 


PLANTING: As a general guide to planting 

B&B plants we suggest that you: 

1. Dig hole wide and deep enough to easily 
admit the earth ball. 

2. Set top of ball 2 inches below the surface of 
surrounding soil. Tamp in firmly without 
removing burlap. 

3. Cut burlap open at top. Complete filling in 
soil. Water twice weekly very thoroughly. 

4. Use Peat Moss liberally in the hole and as 
a top mulch.
